WHEN OPERATIONS BEGIN

The operation of the Central 
Bank of Ireland (in Irish, the Banc 
Ceannais na hEireann) will begin 
from lst February next, the date 
fixed by the Minister for Finance 
(Mr. Sean T. O'Kelly), actording to 
the grovisions of the Act, and pub- 
lished in last. night’s fria Oifigiuil. 

The next step will be the appoint- 
ment of a Governor, three directors 
to be known as banking directors, 
and such number ot other direc- 
tors—not exceeding five, and not 
including more than two Service 
directors, that is, civil servants—as 
the Minister shall from time to time 
determine 

The Governor will be appointed 
by the President on the advice of 
the Government, and his period of 
office is fixed at seven years. Pro- 
vision is made for a _ Deputy 
Governor, who may be appointed by 
the Governor in case of illness, or 
other temporary cause of his in- 
ability to discharge his duties. 

As to the tenure of office of the

THREE U-BOAT VICTIMS
